Reprints. 


Although the greater part of the uncancell- 
ed stamps of this and the nextissue, which 
have appeared recently are genuine remainders, 
we believe that some reprints has been going 
on, there is no other explanation for the 
appearance of many varieties totally unknown 
until a year or two ago: Such as the 4r 1856 


on laid paper, 2r rose 1856, 2r green on. blue 
paper, and 2r black on yellow paper 1860. 
Some of the stamps of the 1856 issue are 
found with a large imprint in black, 4%, %, 1 
or 2, which is considered a surcharge by some 
compilers. To our mind, however, there is 
very little doubt that these were not sur- 
charges, as stamps have been met with on 
which this so-called surcharge was partly on 
the letter and partly on the stamp, plainly 
showing that it had been impressed on the 
stamp afier ii had been used, and probably 
represented an unpaid tax,

Somewhat below the centre of the stamp is a /avge shield containing the coat of arms of 
the state. ‘This large shield is surmounted by an eagle, on whose breast is a very small 
shield the lower extremity of which points either to the left or to the right of the centre of 
the larger shield beneath. 

The stamps in which the lower extremity of the small shield points to the left of the 
middle of the large shield we will call type No. 1, which point. to the right, type No. 2. 
Above the eagle mentioned before are either the value with denomination surmounted by an 
arched figure containing the word Oregon in colored Roman capitals or vice versa the word 
‘* Oregon”’ first with the value and the denomination above The latter is the case with the 
50 cents and 1 dollar stamps. 

Immediately below the larger shield the value is repeated, and followed by the word 
‘¢ State Tax” in curved frame, inverse order again in the values of 50 cents and 1 dollar. 

At the sides in colored oblongs the word ‘‘Insurance”’ is repeated. In the four corners 
are rosettes, except in the last mentioned values where the word ‘‘ cents” and a star, or the 
word ‘‘ one ”’ are found. 

The paper is wove and varies slightly in thickness but not sufficiently for cataloguing 
a separate issue.

There is a second set of those perforated 11% of the second type, which differ somewhat 
from those mentioned above. 

I have been told that the original plates of this type (whether of the first I do not know), 
were or still are in the possession of a Western man, and that he had the stamps reprinted. If 
so, he retouched the plates before using them, and hence the differences mentioned. In the 
toc of the reprints the space between the curved label containing the word ‘‘Oregon,’’ and 
the oblong label on the right side containing the word ‘‘Insurance” differs materially from the 
original. In the 20c green the large shield is closer to the number 20 beneath it. In the 50c 
blue the two leg shaped ornaments jut out further. In the $1.00 carmine the the s of ‘‘In- 
surance” to the right is peculiar. 

Nore.—The reason that in the description of the ‘‘ Oregon” Revenues I twice employed 
the word ‘‘ used” unsevered pairs is, that I am still in doubt whether any unferforated 
stamps were ever used. 1 have seen many whole sheets of unused ones, and I know where 
others can be had, but mever have J seen one used pair.

TRE STAMPS OF QUEENSLAND. 
By A. F. Basset HULL, 
(From Vindin's Philatelic Monthly.) 
Continued from page 281. 


CHAPTER III.—( Continued.) 


The design of the first definitive series for Queensland consisted of a 
three-quarter face diademed bust of the Queen, with pearl necklace and very 
large earrings, on a ground of fine vertical and horizontal lines, enframed in 
a white oval border, inscribed with name of colony above, and value below 
in coloured block letters. Arabesques are placed on both sides, separating 
the two inscriptions. In the Twopence and Sixpence values there are final 
sprays at the lower extremities of the arabesques, which are removed from the 
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other values on account of the greater length of the inscriptions. The 
spandrels are filled in with reticulations, and two plain outer lines complete 
the design. Shape, upright rectangular. 

The Registration stamp bears the word “Registered” in block tpye 
beneath the portrait, in place of the value, and the corners of the frame are 
hollowed out, thus forming an irregular octagon. In all other respects the 
design is the same as that of the other stamps. 

The plates were engraved on steel by William Humphreys, for 
Messrs. Perkins, Bacon & Co., and contained 240 impressions to each plate, 
arranged in 20 horizontal rows of 12. There are no marginal inscriptions on 
the plates, and the impressions are symmetrically arranged. 

The method of engraving adopted by Messrs. Perkins, Bacon & Co., was 
as follows*:— 

A die for the one penny was first engraved by hand on soft steel. This 
was hardened, and impressions were transferred from it to asoft steel roller, 
which, in its turn was hardened, and the requisite number of impressions 
transferred from it to a flat steel plate. This plate again was hardened, and 
was then ready for printing. For the other values, impressions were taken 
from the roller on a flat piece of steel, the value being omitted. The new 
values were then engraved by hand, and impressions were transferred to rollers, 
from which the plates were prepared in the same way as the first. 

The stamps were all printed on white wove paper, varying in thickness, 
watermarked with a large six-rayed star to each stamp. ‘There are two if not 
more sizes of this star on the sheet.* White gum was used. The colours 
were :— 

One penny, carmine, rose. 
Twopence, deep blue. 
Threepence, dark brown. 
Sixpence, dark green. 

One Shilling, violet. 
Registered (6d,), olive yellow. 

In the various printings the shades of all values except the Threepence 
differed considerably. 

As the stamps of New South Wales, used provisionally for Queensland, 
were all unperforated, no mention of perforation had been made in the 
Colonial Secretary’s directions of rst February, 1860; consequently Messrs. 
Perkins, Bacon & Co., commenced to prepare the stamps without perforating 
them. A proportion was sent to the colony in an unperforated state. From 
the invoice sent under cover of Messrs. Mangles & Co’s letter of the 26th 
September, 1860, it appears that 484,200 (—2017% sheets) were perforated 
and the remainder of the supply, amounting to 220,800 (—g20 sheets) were 
presumably unperforated. No particulars as to respective numbers of each 
value sent in a perforated or unperforated condition are given, and it is here 
that I must fall back upon deductions. 

Unperforated copies of the 1d., and 6d., are comparatively frequent 
occurrence; the 2d. in that condition is somewhat scarce, and the rs. has been 
chronicled, but I have never seen or heard of a really satisfactory copy. 
Taking into consideration the fact that Mr. Mackenzie’s letter of the 16th 
October, 1860, acknowledging the receipt of the supplies sent on 26th June

instead of by a Dandy 
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(144,000 1d. ya and 26th July (56,000 1d., 48, ooo 2d. and an ooo 6d. ) eile in 
terms of approval of those “perforated,” it is certain that some stamps were 
perforated and sent out a Bias before any of the 1s. stamps were printed. 
It is improbable that once having commenced to perforate, Messrs. Perkins, 
Bacon & Co., would subsequently send out unperforated sheets The proba- 
bilities point to their having communicated with the Colonial Agents on the 
subject and the latter, being assured of the advantage to be gained from per- 
forating and the cheapness of the process, would give their assent to the re- 
mainder of the order being sotreated. Again, the Registered stamps supplied 
with the 1s. are unknown otherwise than perforated, and had the one value 
been but partially completed, it is only reasonable to suppose that the other 
would have received similar treatment. 

When the first two supplies of stamps were received, they comprised only 
the 1d., 2d, and 6d. values. ‘The 1s. and Registered not having left England 
till the 26th August would not reach Brisbane before the beginning of 
November. Upon receipt of the three lower values specimens were sent to 
various intercolonial and other post officers, attached to a printed slip con- 
taining a copy of the Gaze//e notice of 21st September. One of these coming 
under my observation bore the 1d. and 2d. perforated, and the 6d. unperforated. 

In view of these arguments, and in default of a pair or satisfactory single 
specimen of the 1s. unperforated I would suggest that the unperforated supplies 
consisted of the 144,000 1d. sent out in June; the 48,000 6d. and 28,000* of 
the 2d, sent out in July, being a total of 220,800; and that if the 1s. exists at 
all in an unperforated state, it was merely owing to a sheet or two having 
accidently escaped the operation. 

The perforated stamps are found with a bewildering variety of gauges of 
perforation, if every stamp is individually measured, but I think that only two 
separate machines were used, the one with irregularly placed needles producing 
the simple and simple and compound perforations of 14, 14%, 15, 14%, 14x 
15, 14X15 4%, 15x14¥%, 14x15 %, and 15x15 %, and the other, a rough puncture, 
gauging about 15. ‘The first machine effected very clean cuts, the paper being 
completely cut away, All the above combinations of perforations have been 
gauged by me either on the 1d., 2d., 6d., or Registered values, but having had 
very few of the 3d.. and 1s., to gauge I cannot give much information as to 
the perforations existing on those two values. The second machine effected 
a pin-pricked kind of puncture, the paper being merely pierced without any 
of the substance being removed. When severed, the edges present a rough 
irregular appearance, and in pairs or blocks unseparated the punctures fill up, 
showing that no portion of the paper was entirely removed. This perforation 
is common to all values, and the machihe was probably used for the whole of 
the large order of March, 1861, as the earliest dated stamp I have found in 
this condition was a 2d., used on the roth February, 1862. 

The following table of dates of combinations will perhaps interest some 
specialty collectors who note minor varieties:—

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Where I have placed a? I have found the gauge on an undated copy; 
where there are blanks I have not found the gauge on the particular value; 
but being found on one it probably exists on the others. A variety of the 2d. 
has been chronicled, perf. 15 at bottom and imperf. on the other three sides 
This error of perforation was on a strip of three showing margins of adjoining 
stamps. 

With regard to the dates of issue of the respective values, the First of 
November, 1860, may be positively assigned for the 1d., 2d. and 6d. unper- 
forated, and the 1d, and 2d. perf. 14—15%. The 6d., 1s. and Registered 
stamps, perforated, leaving England by the mail of 26th August would in the 
ordinary course reach Brisbane about the second week in November. I have 
had no opportunity of ascertaining the exact date of their arrival, but the 
consignment forwarded on the 26th September was acknowledged on the 
18th December, 1860; consequently in assigning 15th November as the date 
of issue of the 6d. and perforated 1s. I cannot be far wrong. As regards the 
Registered stamp, the instructions to the postmasters permitting the use of 
the New South Wales Registration stamp do not appear to have been with- 
drawn, and there is no entry of any notification to postmasters as to the arri- 
val of the definitive Queensland stamp, It seems probable that the compara- 
tively small supply of the New South Wales stamp was allowed to be used 
until exhausted, as I have seen it used in conjunction with an unperforated 
6d. Queensland posted in Brisbane an the 14th December, 1860, and the 
earliest date I could find amongst a considerable number of the used copies 
of the definitive stamp was 4th February, 1861. _I will therefore assign Janu- 
ary, 1861, as the date of issue of the Registered stamp. The Threepence hav- 
ing been despatched from London on the 26th January, 1861, would reach 
Brisbane and be issued about the 15th April following. 

The colours of these English printed stamps are very rich, and the 1d. 
and 2d. values are peculiarly subject to oxydisation; the former developes a 
warm claret hue, sometimes becoming almost black and showing a “fruity” 
bloom; it also goes to the other extreme, and appears in a light rose shade. 
Soaking this stamp in water has the effect of giving it acrimson shade. The 
2d., originally of a beautiful deep blue, oxydises to prussian blue and blue- 
black. 

The unperforated 1d. and 2d. stamps were issued contemporaneously 
with the perforated ones. I have found copies of the 1d. in the former con- 
dition used as late as September and October, 1862, and of the 2d. used in 
December, 1861.

POSTAGE STAMPS AT TRE WORLD'S FAIR. 


Besides the many other beauties of the Fair in Chicago, the collector of 
postage stamps will find there a large amount of material in the line of his 
special hobby. In all parts of the Exposition the little labels have received 
some consideration, and they will be found in the Main building, in the An- 
thropological building, Postoffice building, and in many parts of the Midway 
Plaisance, The exhibits of dealers are limited to a few, namely, the Scott 
Stamp & Coin Co., Ltd., and Stanley Gibbons, Ltd. It is said that another 
house has an exhibit there, but our correspondent has been unable to find it. 

The exhibit of the English firm is in the gallery of the Main building, 
but it is placed so far out of the way that it requires diligent search to find it 
A great many fine things are displayed there, but unfortunately it is all 
crowded into so small a space that it is rather unattractive in appearance, 

The exhibit of the Scott Stamp & Coin Co., Ltd., is situated in the 
gallery of the Anthropological building, one of the most interesting buildings 
on the grounds. This attracts large numbers of visitors every day, and there 
are there displayed some of the greatest rarities known to the stamp collect- 
ing public. Every collector should take advantage of the opportunity of see- 
ing such stamps as the Millbury, Baltimore, St. Louis, New Haven and other 
rarities of the U.S, 

In the Postoffice building will be found not only the exhibit of the Post- 
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office Department but also that of the American Philatelic Association. The 
exhibit of our Government is beautifully arranged and to an unscientific eye 
it must be highly attractive. It is, however, a source of regret that no greater 
amount of pains was taken to exhibit things as they should have been exhib- 
ited. In its display of the early issues of the U. S. envelopes the Govern- 
ment has been content to obtain cut round specimens, and to paste them on 
envelopes of colors and shades never employed in the respective issues. 
With a little exertion almost all these envelopes could have been obtained 
from collectors and dealers, who would have been only too happy to accom- 
modate the Washington authorities and to give visitors to the Fair an oppor- 
tunity to inspect some of their gems. 

The A. P, A. exhibit is also, unfortunately, far below our expectations. 
It was intended that the stamps of every country in the world be exhibited in 
their entirety, but it appears that collectors in the United States have not 
shown much interest, as the cases are mostly bare and show nothing but the 
spaces where the stamps should have been placed. A great amount of credit 
is due to Mr. Deats and some of the other gentlemen who have spared no 
pains to present as complete an array as possible of the countries alloted to 
them and their exhibit is really worth a journey to see. The frame of postal 
cards prepared by Mr. Watson and the frame of envelopes prepared by our 
firm are some of the most attractive features of this exhibition. It will bea 
lasting disgrace to the collectors of America that they took so little advantage 
of the opportunity to show to the world that philately in America is not a 
babe in arms, 

To the general public one of the most interesting stamp sights at the Fair 
is the booth of the Scott Stamp & Coin Co., Ltd., in Cairo Street, where an 
endless variety of albums, postage stamps and coins are offered for sale. A\l- 
though we have to pay a high commission on all sales made from this booth, 
the prices will be found to be the same as those at which we sell in our estab- 
lishments, and collectors are just as safe in purchasing there as though they 
purchased from our house direct. The booth is beautifully arranged and 
papered with sheets of some of the most attractive stamps ever issued, and 
thousands of visitors stop daily to gaze at the artistic effect. No visitor who 
attends the Fair should fail to stop at booth No. 44 in that most interesting 
part of the Midway Plaisance, the Egyptian street.

As a stamp collector I feel it a duty to inform you that there are parties 
here who are engaged in the sale of surcharged stamps never issued as such 
by postal authorities, the operation is as follows: 

The regular issue is purchased from the post-office and then surcharged 
in various ways. 

I would advise you not to purchase any stamps of late surcharge, notably 
the 25 centimes, 15c surcharged and also 25 on same stamp, viz., black on 
flesh, and I have no doubt other colors and values. A close examination 
will detect the fraud with aid of glass.

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CHRONICLE AND NOTES, 








UNITED STATES.—It is not often that we chronicle something new in 
locals; this month, however, we chronicle and illustrate an unknown local 
and two uncatalogued varieties of Barnard’s Cariboo Express. Mr. C, A. 
Burger has informed us that the Telegraph Dispatch P. O. chronicled by us 
last month was used in Philadelphia some 40 years ago. Mr, Monson 
Morris, grandson of the late R. H. Morris, P. M, of New York in 1845, tells 
us that his grandmother remembers very well the issue of 5c envelopes at the 
N. Y. P. O. ; there was no stamp on the envelope, but instead PAID and 
signature of R. H. Morris 5 cents below. Mrs. Morris says about $2.00 or 
40 envelopes were sold. From the Postal Card we learn that the Postmaster 
General is going to abandon the three sizes of our domestic cards now in 
use and substitute one of the size of our present International card, about 
131x77 mm, The double cards now in use will be continued, but their size 
when folded will be reduced to the size of the new single card.

CANADA,—The 8c stamp announced some time ago is almost ready for 
delivery. It is printed in mauve, and it is said that it will displace the 5c 
registration stamp, as it includes the cost of postage and registration. 


CAPE GOOD HOPE.—A new set will soon be issued, and we copy the 
following from a Capetown Journal; 

“The Cape Government have accepted a design for a new postage stamp 
for the Colony, and the issue wil! commence as soon as possible. The stamp, 
which is of the same form and shape as the existing stamps, was designed by 
Mr. Mountford, and is exceedingly artistic, tasteful and appropriate. The 
centre is occupied by the figure of Hope, standing erect, the right hand rest- 
ing upon an anchor. In the background behind the figure is Table Bay, and 
showing Table Mountain, the Lion, and the Devil’s Peak. The base, consist- 
ing of a scroll, furnishes space for denoting the value of the stamp; and run- 
ning along the top and down both sides, assuming the form of a horseshoe, 
typifying good luck, is a further scroll, bearing the words ‘Cape of Good 
Hope.’ The denomination of the stamp in figures is shown in both top cor- 
ners, Altogether the stamp will possess considerable artistic merit, and Mr. 
Merriman, with whom the choice rested, has ‘given the colony a stamp of 
which it might well be proud. Philatelists, anxious to obtain early issues, 
will be compelled to exercise some patience. There is but one specimen in 
the country; but we understand that there will be no further issue from the 
Treasury, and the new stamp will come into use immediately a supply has 
been struck.” —Post Office.
